Taft, 
he had explained the inadvisability of pursuing the investigation as it would back- 
fire both on Mr. Brown and the Republican Party generally. The Director informed 
Mr. Taft that we had informed the State Department of possible unrest in Bogota and 
that it had been impossible of course to predict that someone was going to shoot 
Gaitan at the particular moment when it was done, 
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7. Mr. Feeney, of Cong. McCormack's office, stated that the Congress= 
man had talked to Chairman Hoffman regarding the Brown resolution and that Chairman 
Hoffman had been extremely irked by the fact that Brown had released all this informa- 
tion to the Press prior to its receipt by Hoffman, It seemed doubtful whether the 
resolution would be very quickly pressed, 
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
